Los Angeles County Supervisor Kenneth. Hahn an¬ 
nounced that voters will be able to decide on an extra 

tax this November. . , 

The tax is to fund the County Flood Control Depart¬ 
ment and will be assessed on all property in Los Angeles 

against this tax for two reasons,” (Hahn revealed. 
First of all, I think the tax is terribly unfair. The awr- 
age homeowner will have to pay $5.25 each year, while 
the multi-million dollar ABOO Towers will have to pay 
only $277.85 and the opulent Bonaventure Hotel will pay 

only $220.38. in 

“Secondly, I question whether Flood Control Jieeds all 

the funding its asking for. Since passage of Proposition 
13, all county departments have had to tighten their belts.

The vote on the flood control assessment was original¬ 
ly scheiduled for the June election, but Hahn convinced' 
fellow supervisors that it be mowd to the special election 
In November in order to give voters a choice as early as 
possible.
